■ There is always much interest 
in what is taking place at Austin 
in connection with the Lem sta­ 
ture. As a m ember I would like 
for my constituents to have full 
knowledge 
of 
procedures 
here. 
Too many are inclined to look 
upon the State Legislature light­ 
ly, when as a m atter of fact this 
body makes the policies of the 
S tate and is of the most im m ed­ 
iate concern of all citizens. 
In Austin, as in most cities in 
close proximity to war activités, 
living quarters are at a premium. 
My wife comes with me to Austin 
for the session and we are in­ 
terested in living like we live at 
home and doing our own cook­ 
ing. We wtre fortunate in secur­ 
ing a convenient apartm ent with­ 
in a block of the capitol. Living 
expenses are much higher here 
th an two years ago. 
The House of Representatives 
is composed, in most part at least, 
by m ature and serious minded 
men. There are three women in 
the House, all of which have sin­ 
cere interest and capacity for the 
work here. 
The Legislature got off slowly 
to the work.
